Santa Clara, Placer, 
Sacramento And Lake 
Lead In State 


SAN FRANCISCO (RNS)—Among 

all the Golden State’s fruits, north- 
ern California rightfully can call 
the pear its own. 
; About 90 per cent of the state's 
pear tonnage annually comes from 
the cool areas north of San Fran- 
cisco, even though Santa Clara 
county’s 6.566 acres of pear orch- 
ards give it top spot among major 
producing areas. 

Santa Clara is followed closely 
{by Placer county, with 5,672 acres 
lof bearing trees, and Sacramento 
county with 5,118 acres, Lake 

p county with 4,482 acres and El Do- 
jrado with 3,863. Total acreage in 
I the state is approximately 54,000. 

The early Spanish missionaries 
‘brought the pear to California—as 
they brought so many of the fruits 
which today form a bulwark of the 
state’s agricultural greatness. Orig- 
in of the pear is lost in antiquity— 
it is known to have been treasured 
as a delicacy by pre-historic Italo- 
Swiss lake dwellers; most authori- 


ties are of the opinion it originated j; 


E the Himalayas of Asia. 

Bartlett pears, developed in Eng- 
land, are the most prolific Califor- 
nia variety, though also grown here 
are Buerre Bosc, Buerre Hardy, D’- 
Anjou, Comice, Winter Nelis and 
various others. 

A delicate fruit, requiring con- 
Stant attention and careful handl- 
ing, pears come into bearing seven 
or eight years after planting. the 
ripe fruit is picked by hand, wash- 
ed or brushed, and sorted for size, 
then cut lengthwise and cored. Dri- 
ed by tray, the fruit is thoroughly 
washed before packaging, with in- 
spection and grading carried on un- 
der close supervision of the Dried 
Fruit Association of California, al- 
ways vigilant to maintain high stan- 
dard quality. 

1 Dried pears are an inexpensive 
| fruit, and cessation of exports due to 
{the war is expected to offer Ameri- 
cans a new opportunity to become 
better acquainted, dietically, with 
the fruit. In past years, a large part 
of California’s pear crop was sent
